Your committee would call attention to the change in the law rela- 
ting to compelling children to attend school. This law was so amend- 
ed last year that the prudential ‘committee are now required to post 
the notices, and they must be kept posted in each District ; the Super- 
intending School Cominittee to furnish the notices ‘at the | expense of 
the town. 


The State Superintendent of Public Instruction, desiring to have 
the educational interests of New Hampshire properly represented at 
the approaching Centennial, sent, at an early day, request that each 
town furnish a brief history of education within its limits. The his- 
torical sketches were to be forwarded to Concord and bound into one 
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‘or more yolumes to be placed on exhibition at Philadelphia. That 
the town of South Hampton should not be behind in this work, your 
committee, after spending considerable time in searching records and 
collecting materials, wrote a sketch of our schools and forwarded it in 
season to the State Superintendent. With that historical sketch was 
sent a tabular statement showing the number of scholars, average at- 
tendance, amount of school money raised, ete., for the past 24 years, 
which Statement is annexed to this report.
